Junior Class Fund Raising Activities 


NE OF the most apparent issues confront- . . 
ing the members of any Junior Class is to 
earn sufficient funds which will enable 
them to defray the expenses of the Senior 
year. Contrary to this mercenary appear- 
ance, all activities of both the Junior and 
Senior classes are in reality extensions of the 
learning process. The present Junior class con- 
sisting of twenty-two boys and girls will need 
approximately a minimum of $900 to cover all 
expenses. The total cost varies with the num- . 
her of students in the class. 

A variety of fund raising activities which 
have demonstrated their intrinsic worth for 
Such a purpose have been used at CSDR. 

Car Washing Days remind one of hordes of 


cars, much soap, water and elbow grease. 
However, thanks to the cooperative nature of 
our staff members, the long Saturdays once 
a month are transformed into an appreciable 
amount of cash. Another means of fund rais- 
ing is the selling of candy at recess to the 
Intermediate and Upper School pupils. It 
has long been known that adults must replen- 
ish their supply of energy and therefore candy 
is also made available in the teachers* and 
counselors’ lounges. 

One of the most lucrative and substantial 
elements of our fund raising program is the 
opportunity to have the concessions during 
the football season at the Riverside City Col- 
lege. The Juniors also have charge of the 
concessions at our own school’s events. Sales 
of Christmas cards and the recent introduc- 
tion of stationery with a lithographed view of 
our school are also important activities and 
good money raisers. 


During some years it has been necessary for 
the Juniors to make and sell such articles as 
aprons and Christmas decorations. So far the 
Junior class each year has voted to pay 
monthly dues of fifty cents per member. 

Put this all together and it spells “CASH.” 
Inevitably, all this cash must be properly dis- 
bursed for the purposes for which it had been 
earned. Paradoxical to the lengthy chores in- 
volved in its accumulation is the briefness in- 
volved in its expenditures. It has been custo- 
mary for the Seniors to plan a trip to the 
beautiful isle of Catalina. An amount of $16 


is budgeted for . each person going on the trip. 
At the present rates this takes care of gaso-.. 
line, parking fees, a round trip boat fare, lodg- 
ing and meals for the two days and night 
spent away from CSDR. 

During Senior Class Night, some members 
of the student body are presented with humor- 
ous mementos. At the same time, several of 
the staff who have worked closely With these 
boys and girls are presented with small gifts 
of appreciation. Each year it has been the 
custom to present the school with a gift cost- 
ing from $50 to $75 that could not ordinarily 
be supplied through state funds. The total bill 
for the evening runs around $150. 

The Senior banquet which occurs on the last 
Sunday evening of the school year permits 
each Senior to invite one guest in addition to 
honored guests, e. g., some of the administra- 
tors and the class sponsors. Three dollars per 
person is needed for this affair. Rental for 
the graduation caps and gowns is $3.90 each. 
Corsages and boutonnieres for honored guests 
and ushers plus special flowers used to aug- 
ment those supplied by staff members to pro- 
fusely decorate the social hall for commence- 
ment as well as the table during the senior 
banquet involves a total of approximately $35. 
As a souvenir of. graduation each senior re- 
tains his tassel. 

In addition to the items covered in the $900 
budget, the seniors have the responsibility of 
publishing the year book. Due to the fact that 
the Scarlet and Gray is printed on campus 
and the paper until now has been supplied 
through the Vocational Department’s re- 
sources, the costs have been met by a dona- 
tion of $1.00 per copy from members of the 
student body, staff and friends of the school. 

Uncle Sam receives his taxes from the sales 
of candy, stationery, refreshments and Christ- 
mas cards. 

Juniors and Seniors elect officers who func- 
tion as liaisons between themselves and their 
teacher-sponsors. Every member attends 
meetings, pays dues and listens to detailed 
minutes written by the secretary. The presi- 
dent and the secretary collaborate on the 
scheduling for daily candy sales. This involves

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Religious Education at CSDR 

The religious education classes for pupils in 
the Lower and Elementary Schools are held 
immediately after school every Wednesday 
afternoon* Not all students are included in 
this program due to a lack of, instructors. 
Children in these classes are divided into 
three groups according to the preferences of 
their parents: . Non-denominational, Catholic 
and Lutheran. 

Religious instruction for older students is 
provided by interested churches in Riverside. 
Shese classes ares held at the churches con- 
cerned and the church personnel provide 
t ransportation frpm school to the church. Stu- 
dents must have signed permission slips allow- 
ing them to go off campus to attend church in 
order to be* included in one of these groups. 

• Most of these classes are conducted, by per- 
sonnel specially trained to work with the deaf 
or by members of the school staff who have 
volunteered their services.

careful consideration in the selection of the 
proper team for the selling job, the actual typ- 
ing, reproduction, distribution and enforce- 
ment of said schedule. In addition, a team of 
three boys spend a minimum of six hours per 
Week preparing the candy racks and collecting 
the money. ! 

Frequently, the entire group is requested to 
remain at school for a weekend for a car 
washing day or to sell at one of the conces- 
sions. Scheduling of dates and assignments is 
done in advance. However, this proposes a 
severe self disciplining to graciously accept as- 
signments without complaint. All but a few 
follow this course of action. It is very com- 
mon to find that these few boys and girls re- 
sort to an eleventh hour excuse to disengage 
themselves from their obligations. It is super- 
fluous to illustrate the group's frustration and 
resentment involved from such behavior. Al- 
though a few shirk their duty, Which is in es- 
sehse for their own benefit, a minimum of 
thirty pupils and twenty-five teachers volun- 
teer of their own accord to sell at every f dot- 
ball game at the local college. 

It is both" humorous and sobering to view 
the, public's first reaction toward our deaf 
boys and girls as they sell refreshments in the 
stands. Likewise it is interesting to see the 
pupils' reaction in viewing a surprisingly new 
perspective of their teachers clumsily "hawk- 
ing" hot dogs, coffee, peanuts and Coke. How- 
ever, having our deaf boys and girls particip- 
ate in this extra-curricular activity aids in 
developing sound public realtions. In accord 
with this, so is paying bills on time, maintain- 
ing an active checking account in a local bank, 
and establishment of credit with local and out 
of-state merchants. This is substantiated by 
an accurately kept simplified bookkeeping sys- 
tem. . _ . 

Each activity is essentially a device for 
learning important adult routines such as 
earning and properly using money, devising 
long range plans, self disciplining to adhere to 
obligations, working as an integral part of a 
group, assessing one's own and other's true 
capabilities and developing an ability to ex- 
press gratitude to others for help.

, CSDR Gym Dedicated 

On Saturday, January 23, CSDR’s recently 
completed gymnasium was dedicated. The brief 
dedication ceremonies were held previous to 
CSDR — Arizona School for the Deaf 
basketball game, 

The completion of this building marks the 
end of the construction program planned for 
this school on the original master blueprint 
in 1950. This particular structure was begun 
in December, 1958, and completed in January, 
i960. The cost of its construction was $446,300. 
The building covers an area which measures 
130 feet by 126 feet, plus a small wing which 
is 32 feet by 30 feet.lt is located adjacent to 
the swimming pool and the previously 1 built 
fieldhouse on the northwest section of the 
campus. . 

The basketball court's full size is ,50 feet by 
84 feet and this area may be divided into two 
courts by an electrically operated folding door. 
The seating capacity is 300 and is provided by 
folding bleachers. 

The building is equipped with two equipment 
storage rooms, equipment issue rooms and a 
concession room which opens directly through 
doors or Dutch windows onto the gym floor. 
The boys' dressing area includes a shower 
room, a drying room and an office for the 
P.E. teachers which has a window which over- 
looks the boys' area, thus providing for close 
supervision. 

The arrangement is the same in the girls' 
area and in addition to the community show* 
ers, there are three private shower rooms. 
There is a master temperature control for all 
the showers. 

A club room, which also has access to the 
concession room by a Dutch type window, 
provides the pupils with a much needed meet* 
ing place for the many activities conducted 
at the school. 


The . lobby of the building is attractively 
decorated with mosaic tile and hardwqocl 
wainscoating has been used on the walls 
around the basketball court. The building 
has forced air heating.

A Day in the Kindergarten 

(As told by the teacher) 

The kindergarten is set up to meet the 
needs of the fivfe arid six year old child 
with emphasis on seeing, feeling and do- 
ing. This age child is inquisitive, active 
and independent. He loves attention and 
appreciation and is beginning to want his 
efforts to be successful according to his 
standards. He is beginning to enjoy play- 
ing with other children and this provides 
opportunities for sharing, bossing and 
-leadership. 

The physical setup of the kindergarten 
provides large play areas indoors and out 
allowing room for big muscle activities. 
Children this age need to have the oppor- 
tunity to become physically engaged in 
whatever activity is going on. 

All creative work is very important to 
the young as a means of expressing them- 
selves. Their desire to express themselves 
is stimulated through painting, modeling 
clay, finger painting, hammering and 
sawing and dramatic play. In dramatic 
play stories such as “Goldilocks and the 
Three Bears” or “The Three Little Pigs” 
are dramatized. Experiences such as trips 
to the fire station, to a farm, etc. are 
also dramatized. These dramatizations 
stimulate the imagination of the child 
and provide the opportunity to relive ac- 
tual experiences. The necessary repeti- 
tion that a child must have following a 
new experience is provided through crea- 
tive play such as constructing a fire sta- 
tion with blocks, drawing or painting a 
fire engine, dramatizing the trip and 
modeling clay fire engines. 

The game period helps the child to 
develop coordination and the ability to 
play well with others. Games stimulate 
his desire to succeed. 

Every child has specific individual 
speech and speech-reading work each 
day. In addition to this every opportuni- 
ty is used to talk to the child incidentally 


concerning whatever he may be doing. 
The child must not only be taught to 
speak but must be stimulated constantly 
to communicate with those around him. 
Trips and all activities are used as 
stimuli to encourage the child to com- 
municate. 

The child has a period of auditory 
training each day to give him the oppor- 
tunity first to listen to what he may be 
able to hear and later to learn to inter- 
pret what he can hear. 

Reading readiness and number readi- 
ness are also begun this first year. A 
great deal of this preparation is covered 
incidentally in the every day program. 
Talking about likenesses and differences 
and calling attention to colors are part 
of reading readiness. The children are 
exposed to numbers frequently through- 
out the day. They are always interested 
in knowing “how many.” 

Although this may sound like a very 
busy program for a five or six year old, 
many opportunities are provided for the 
child to relax and release his emotional 
tensions. Each child’s need for quiet, in- 
dividual play at some time during each 
day is taken into consideration. 

The aim for the kindergarten is to de- 
velop well-adjusted, happy, relaxed and 
responsive children. Opportunities are 
constantly provided for the child to de- 
velop to his maximum ability. 

A Day in the Kindergarten 

(As it might be told by a kindergarten 
pupil) 

Every morning at nine o’clock we go 
to school. It is quite far from Pachappa 
dormitories to our school room. Miss 
Toner and Mrs. Buehner always meet us 
near Miss Paxson’s office.
